A VERDICT is due today into the 
tragic death of a homeless man 
whose last breath was watched by 
council-controlled CCTV cameras. 

And, remarkably, when one trader called the 
control room to warn the man may not survive 
the night, he was told simply to make him a 
cup of tea. 

The jury at the inquest, which started on 
Monday and is set to conclude today, heard 
Eric Hughes - nicknamed The Viking - was 
well-known around the town. 

Now it is hoped the tragic circumstances sur¬ 
rounding his death outside the public toilets in 
New Rents in November 2007 will be revealed. 

Coroner Rachel Redman said the inquest 
was being held to establish the facts around 
Mr Hughes’ death. She also said the case had 
implications for the wider public safety. 

Mr Hughes was spotted by police and con¬ 
cerned shopkeepers in the hours leading up to 
his death on November 9 and CCTV crews 
were advised to monitor his condition. 

But the council-run operators did not call for 
an ambulance. Instead, they simply monitored 
him until his body’s last movement at around 
5.50am the following day. His dead body was 
discovered two hours later. Operators say he 
was known to them but appeared normal. 

Mr Hughes, 52, had been sleeping rough for 
some time and had a long-standing alcohol 
problem. Police spoke to him the day before his 
death inside the toilets in New Rents at 
around 3.30pm. 

After they checked his condition and were

Campaign can 
keep stadium 
in the running 


MORE than 600 web users 
have signed up to an online 
group calling on Ashford 
council to save the Julie 
Rose Stadium. 

The venue’s future was clouded by 
uncertainty after council chiefs 
reduced its funding due to the eco¬ 
nomic downturn. 

But after intensive negotiations it 
is hoped a deal can be struck this 
week to secure its future. However, it 
may mean the venue has to dig into 
cash reserves put aside for the main¬ 
tenance of equipment. 

And to underline public support for 
the Willesborough venue, hundreds 
signed up to a group on social net¬ 
working website Facebook calling for 
it to be saved. 

Peter Davison, chairman of the 
trustees, said: “We think we can get 
more funding that will make the 
operation of the stadium marginal, 
but this is against signing a complex 
legal agreement full of commitments 
and liabilities.” 

Trust members spent a busy week¬ 
end with legal advisors drawing up 
an agreement, but a last-minute 
hitch caused another delay. 

Mr Davison said: 'We were due to 
sign the agreement on Monday so it 
could go before the council executive, 
but we have not received in writing 
the offer made by the council. If we 
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can put all this together it will allow 
a degree of operation at the Julie 
Rose Stadium to carry on. But 
finances will be very tight.” 

The proposal would mean Ashford 
council would supply the stadium 
with extra funding but the trust 
would be required to use some of its 
own funds for day-to-day running 
costs. 

The council is still in the process of 
deciding finances for the Ashford 
Leisure Trust which manages the 
stadium as well as the Stour Centre. 

Mr Davison said: “It is hard with a 
facility like the Julie Rose to slice off 
savings in one area and not affect 
other parts of the operation.” 

Mr Davison said he had received a 
lot of support from the public regard¬ 
ing the stadium’s future. 

Cllr Gerry Clarkson, portfolio hold¬ 
er for cultural services, said: “In the 
current economic climate Ashford 
council is faced with making some 
tough financial decisions and 
inevitably this will mean a reduction 
in funding to some areas. 

“Unfortunately the council can no 
longer afford to subsidise the Julie 
Rose Stadium Trust at current lev¬ 
els, but we see no reason for the sta¬ 
dium to close. We’re confident we can 
reach a suitable solution with them 
soon.”

Victoria Way scheme

PLANS for a “key part in the trans¬ 
formation of the town centre” went 
on show for the first time at the 
weekend. 

More than 120 visitors turned up to see the 
plans behind the ambitious £17million Victoria 
Way scheme. It is seen as a crucial piece of the jig¬ 
saw in the borough’s expansion strategy. 

Victoria Way is a pro¬ 
posed route to the south of 
the town centre linking 
the international station 
and the A28 Chart Road. 

The plans were on pub¬ 
lic view at Victoria Road 
Primary School. 

Andy Phillips, head of 
transport for Ashford’s 
Future, said: “There were 
a few initial concerns 
expressed by some resi¬ 
dents, but this is to be

expected when you consider the scale of the 
development proposed. Once the ideas were 
explained in more detail, the majority went away 
more positive about the development. 

“We believe the whole area will benefit as it 
will provide a new route to access the town cen¬ 
tre and station and will open up the whole area 
for future development including new shops, 
restaurants and cafes and homes.” 

The tree-lined route will pave the way for large 


mixed schemes such as the Zed Homes eco-devel- 
opment of flats and businesses. It will also 
include a new Victoria Square; a recreational 
area close to the school, mirroring the new Elwick 
Square to the north of the railway line. 

The road has been designed to take account of 
the Victoria Road Primary School. A chicane has 
been incorporated that will slow traffic to 20mph 
and new traffic crossings and a cycle route will 
also be part of the scheme. A formal planning 


application will be submitted later in March, 
with work beginning in 2010. The road is due to 
be completed in the following year. Jamie 
Watson, of Kent Highways which is delivering 
the project, said: “We anticipate the road will take 
some traffic away from the town centre and the 
ring road. 

“It will be a useful route for traffic in the south 
of the town that wants to make its way to the A28 
and Tenterden.” 


Stamp of approval 
at new post office 

A SMART new post office is heading to 
Stanhope as part of the area’s on-going 
multi-million pound regeneration. 

The branch will be at 2 Stanhope 
Court on Stanhope Road, about 100 
yards from the post office in Stanhope 
Square which will close two weeks 
before the new outlet opens. 

Among the benefits of the new site will 
be low-level counters, improved wheel¬ 
chair access and hearing loops. 

A post office spokesman said: “We are 
confident customers will be pleased with 
the new branch. 

“The old Stanhope branch will close for 
the last time at 1pm on April 1. The new 
one will open on April 17. 

“I am sure customers will support the 
sub-postmaster in their new branch 
when it opens.” 

The nearest alternative branch will be 
Kingsnorth Road post office.

satisfied that he was not injured 
they left the scene asking CCTV 
operators to keep an eye on him. He 
remained in the area right up until 
his body was discovered the next 
morning in the shelter adjoining the 
toilets. During this time he was mon¬ 
itored by CCTV operators in Ashford 
council’s control room. 

Later that night, Mr Hughes was 
seen by Andrew Hollinson, at the 
time, the owner of the Underside 
Bar, opposite the toilets. He made 
radio contact on the Town Net Radio 
Service with the CCTV control to 
warn them about his condition. 

The inquest was played a record¬ 
ing of Mr Hollinson’s conversation 
with the CCTV operators. In it he 
said he did not think Mr Hughes 
would be able to survive in the cold 
until the next morning. 

He was told by the control centre 
that Mr Hughes did not fit the home¬ 
less criteria that would result in a 
council officer being sent out to check 
on him, but they suggested he make 
him a cup of tea to help him get 
warm. The court then watched 
CCTV footage of Mr Hughes being 
given tea by Mr Hollinson. The 
footage continued up until his death 
in the shelter. 

Pathologist Dr David Rouse said 
the most likely cause of death was 


hypothermia. He also said complica¬ 
tions with alcohol had contributed to 
the death. 

Senior CCTV operator Shirley 
Cunningham, who has been working 
in the control room for nine years, 
said there was nothing unusual in 
Mr Hughes’s behaviour that night. 

She said: “I had been monitoring 
Mr Hughes on my screen for seven 
years. It did not enter my mind that 
he was going to die that night. We 
did not consider calling an ambu¬ 
lance. He was breathing, conscious 
and was not hurt.” 

It was revealed in court that police 
had begun an investigation into the 
circumstances surrounding Mr 
Hughes death at the time, but had 
halted proceedings. 

Gareth Recht, a CCTV operator 
who was on duty with Mrs 
Cunningham, said he had been ver¬ 
bally advised of Mr Hughes’ situa¬ 
tion when he took over his shift and 
had continued to monitor him. He 
had met him in the town two days 
before and had given him money to 
buy chocolate and clothes, and later 
saw him wearing new gloves. 

Mrs Cunningham said CCTV staff 
knew Ashford’s street drinkers well 
and in the past had often helped 
them with cups of tea and aid, until 
they had been told to stop by man¬ 
agement.

Outlet centre announces 
rise in sales and visitors 

RETAIL figures at the Designer Outlet are 
bucking the national downward trend. 

Centre chiefs say visitor numbers have 
increased in January, compared to the same 
time last year, and that sales were up too. 

Sales in the centre’s 80 stores were up by 
9.5 per cent and visitor numbers increased 
by 4.5 per cent. This follows a successful 
Christmas when sales and visitor numbers 
were also up on the previous year. 

Council is buoyed by the 
rude health of their staff 

FIGURES produced by the council’s 
overview and scrutiny committee suggest 
the council has some of the healthiest 
employees in the county. 

Figures show the average number of sick 
days taken by employees was 7.88 days for 
2007/8. The lowest figure amongst Kent’s 
district councils was Swale, which had 7.35. 
The worst was Shepway which had 10.75. 

Of the Ashford figures, 59.2 per cent were 
accountable to long-term sick leave. 
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COMMUTERS taking early 
advantage of the high-speed rail 
link to London this summer may 
be able to do so at reduced rates. 

The Hitachi bullet trains will start shooting 
up to St Pancras for a trial service in the sum¬ 
mer. Passengers boarding at Ebbsfleet will be 
able to take advantage of the service first, 
before a limited service starts from Ashford. 

And rail firm Southeastern says it may look 
to get passengers to give the service a try with 
some discount fares. 

This won’t last, however. By the time the full 
service is introduced in December, it is antici¬ 
pated the fares will be up to 35 per cent high¬ 
er than existing rates. 

The trains will revolutionise rail services to 
the capital, however, with services taking just 
37 minutes. 

Sarah Boumdy, from Southeastern, said: 
“Our aim is to start preview services between 
Ebbsfleet and St Pancras and then it is likely 
that at a later date we will be able to add a 
limited service in the morning and afternoon 
to and from Ashford. 

“The price for the full service year has not 
been set yet and it is likely that we will not say 
what the price will be until a lot nearer the 
time. We will decide what we charge for the 
preview services at the time.” 

But what if the speedy new services are 


delayed and passengers find their travel times 
close to the conventional services? 

Ms Boumby said: “It will be added to our 
passenger charter. Just as we have today, if we 
don’t deliver our commitment and our trains 
are delayed then passengers will be able to 
claim compensation. But there is more detail 
that we need to go through.” 

A limited advertising campaign will 
announce the preview services on the internet 
and posters. 


Tunde Olatunji, from Passenger Focus, said: 
“It will take some time for the new service to 
establish itself. We feel that initially prices 
should be at an attractive rate for travellers to 
be willing to get to know the service. 

“The day before the service begins on 
December 13 most of the passengers will have 
been travelling to terminals further to the 
south such as Cannon Street, so they will have 
to adapt to arriving at St Pancras.”

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WHILE commuters prepare for the high-speed 
service into London which will be introduced 
later this year, passengers are once again now 
able to take a direct route to Brussels. 

As we reported last week, the service returned 
after being ditched in 2007. It was put back on 
the timetable after protests from commuters 
and passenger groups who complained Eurostar 
had failed to market the service effectively first 
time around. 

Eurostar chiefs have admitted it is likely to 
lose money at first, but it is hoped townsfolk who 
campaigned for the service will ensure they use 
it in their numbers and safeguard its future.

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Home faces legal battle 

THE daughter of a man who died at 
Braboume Care Home in Willesborough says 
she is taking legal action against the owners. 

Jean Connell’s 82-year-old father, Cecil 
Velvick, fell while on his own at the home in 
October 2007, but was not taken to hospital 
for four days. 

However, he had been seen by a doctor 
because he had complained of an upset 
stomach. 

Opus Care that run the home say the 
authorities are satisfied that none of the 
actions taken by staff at the home con¬ 
tributed to his death. 

When Mr Velvick was finally admitted to 
the William Harvey it was found that he had 
sustained fractures during the fall. He died 
four days later at the hospital. 

The inquiry into Mr Velvick’s death con¬ 
cluded that there was insufficient evidence 
to determine if neglect had occurred.

Motorway delays after 
drama on M20 footbridge 

TRAFFIC on the M20 was forced to grind to a 
standstill on Monday afternoon after a man 
was spotted apparently threatening to leap off 
a footbridge. 

The drama occurred on a footbridge which 
crosses the London-side of the busy junction 10 
at Willesborough. 

Police were called after the man climbed over 
the footbridge’s railings and was seen hanging 
dangerously over the motorway. 

It caused the motorway to be closed for ten 
minutes after police were deployed to the scene 
and caused long tail-backs. 

After approximately 15 minutes the man 
climbed back over the railings, and walked off 
in the direction of Sevington. 

'Mystery shoppers' part of 
scheme to boost retail skills 

A SCHEME aimed at improving retail skills 
amongst shop staff is to be introduced into 
the town. 

The programme involves an audit being 
carried out by mystery shoppers at stores 
that volunteer to take part. The shops will 
then be issued with a report and guidance for 
the staff, free of charge. 

The scheme is being backed by Ashford 
Town Centre Partnership and The Learning 
Skills Council. 

Ashford is one of only two centres in the 
south east currently able to offer the scheme.

Q 


Can you tell me about the Victim Support service? 


Our specifically trained staff and volun¬ 
teers in the community give free confiden¬ 
tial help to victims of crime, their family and 
friends and other affected people. 

Victim care officers based at Norman House 
make the first contacts with crime victims 
from across Kent to see if any help or support 
is required. They have a series of practical 
services they can offer straight away such as 
boarding up or replacing broken windows or 
replacing locks and bolts or referring to a com¬ 
munity volunteer. 

We can also help in any other kind of emer¬ 
gency caused by the crime such as provide 
basic replacement furniture and even help 
with some groceries. Community volunteers 
are a listening ear and provide information to 
allow victims to make informed choices and 
offer emotional support or practical help. This 
might include things like insurance forms or 
help in criminal injuries compensation. We also 
run the witness service in eveiy criminal court 
to help those called as witnesses to crimes 
which can be a nerve wracking experience. 

Q Victim Support is a charity, but does it have any official 
links with the legal system? 

A We enjoy good co-operation across the 
county with the police, the courts and other 
organisations working in the community, but 
we are not part of the police. 


Q lf someone is a victim how do they make contact and 
how does the process work? 

A The police ask every victim of a crime if 
they would like to be contacted by Victim 
Support; the details are then passed to us to 
make contact automatically. Our trained staff 
try to make contact by phone. If they cannot 
they send a letter giving our contact details, so 
long as it is safe to do so. People can also self 
refer by calling the Victim Support line on 
0845 30 30 900. Victims do not have to report 
a crime to the police to access our services. Our 
services are free and confidential. 


What do you think victims and witnesses get from the 
service? 


Q 

Reassurance and support, as well as in many 
cases really important practical help. 
Victims gain the tools and support they need to 
assimilate their experience and to begin to move 
on and make their own choices. In many cases 
witnesses say that the role of the service has 
been essential in their court appearance. 


Q 


How did you first get involved? Is it a rewarding job? 


A I became involved when the service was 
relocated to Ashford. It is very rewarding 
to be able to help people in such serious diffi¬ 
culties and to work with our brilliant team of 
volunteers. I had always known about the 
work of Victim Support from the TV pro¬ 
gramme Crimewatch. 


Q What would you say to someone thinking of becoming a 
volunteer? 

A Don’t hesitate. Contact us to arrange to 
attend one of our taster sessions in volun¬ 
teering held in Ashford. Volunteering is not for 
eveiyone, it requires a six-day training course 
and a full criminal records check. We need vol¬ 
unteers from eveiy community and all walks of 
life to help us to reach out to eveiyone in need, 
whatever their race, beliefs, lifestyle or back¬ 
ground. If you become a volunteer you can find 
it massively rewarding. It is worth the effort and 
there is only one way to find out if it is for you. 
Our local phone number is 0845 389 9527. 

Q The Kent service is based in Ashford how did that come 
about and how does the service work around the rest of 
the county? 

A Ashford is a great location to meet all the 
needs of a Kent-wide service, with ease of 
access and communications to all parts of the 
county. Community-based volunteers work 
from their own homes in all of the main towns 
and cities and the witness service is based at 
every criminal court. 

Q Do you think that the victims of crime are often over¬ 
looked by the system and the media? 

A lt certainly sometimes seems that way and 
victims can feel as if they are forgotten or 
neglected. It’s to meet this need that Victim 
Support came about as an initiative and a 
response from the community itself.

News merger turns 
off rrV's viewers

HUNDREDS of TV viewers 
across Kent have vowed to switch 
off ITV after the station merged 
three news areas into one. 

The ITV Meridian South East show has 
been combined with the Thames Valley and 
South shows into a single “pan-regional” 
broadcast. 

The super region reaches a population of 
eight million people, 12 county councils, 86 
MPs, 60 district councils - from Dover to 
Oxford and Medway to Portsmouth - and 
seven international airports. 

Kent viewers have taken to ITVs message 
board in their hundreds to complain about 
the move. 

Angela Fyfe, one of more than 500 viewers 
to hit out at the new show online, wrote: 
“The news area covered now is far too large. 

“Nobody in the Kent area is interested in 
Southampton, West Sussex and so on, and I 
am quite sure all viewers feel the same. 

‘You will lose many loyal local news watch¬ 
ers by these changes, please think again.” 

‘That Ginger Guy 7 added: “Cringeworthy 
television at its best. I don’t bother with ITV 
with news anymore. 

“It’s dreadffil that you thought saving 
money by making local news no longer local 
or watchable.” 

‘PGC’ wrote: “I have tried to be patient and 
give the new look programme a chance. But 
I’m afraid it has lost not only its identity, it 
has also lost its sparkle, personality and 
charm. 


“The audience is there for a local news pro¬ 
gramme - but this isn’t it. If ITV want to 
save money, this is not the answer, why drive 
your audience away?” 

ITVs online editor Jonathan Marland said 
the combined ITV Meridian news bulletin - 
with East and West segments - have come 
as a results of “economic realities”. 

He wrote on the ITV website: “The 
changes have all been made against a back¬ 
ground of massive upheaval in British 
broadcasting. In a nutshell ITV had an obli¬ 
gation to make regional news as part of the 
original conditions of its broadcasting 


licence. 

“But those conditions have been relaxed as 
a result of the huge number of digital sta¬ 
tions now competing for advertising rev¬ 
enue, and the credit squeeze. 

“This is all part of a big national debate 
about public service broadcasting, and who 
should pay for it. The problem is that PSB is 
expensive and cannot be maintained on a 
purely commercial basis. 

“The government is promising to come up 
with a solution soon. In the meantime eco¬ 
nomic realities have forced changes across 
the whole PSB landscape.” 


University of Kent 
opens up a world 
of study in Brussels 

The University of Kent markets itself as the UK's European 
University. It has partnerships with colleges in Germany, 
Spain, Austria, France and for more than ten years it has 
been running its own small campus in the political heart of 
Europe. Reporter ED HILL paid them a visit. 

ONE small floor of an office 
block in Brussels is a hive of 
academic achievement that 
reaches out across the 
entire world. 

The small institution 
caters for around 200 stu¬ 
dents keen to make a career 
in the world of international 
politics and diplomacy. 

The city is the ideal loca¬ 
tion for the University of 
Kent’s School of International Studies due to its 
connection with many of the world’s largest politi¬ 
cal organisations, such as the EU and NATO. 

John Macgregor, dean of the school, said: “We 
have been here for ten years. It started off with a 
dozen students so it has had tremendous growth.” 

The courses run at the institution specialise in 
international relations and law, as well as many 
other topics. All the courses are aimed at post¬ 
graduate students. 

Most of the students that attend the school 
come from overseas, with the majority coming 
from America and Canada. 

Marty Gaal, 35, from Vancouver, said: “I had 
been living in Asia for six or seven years and 
needed to come back to do a PhD and I wanted to 
come to Europe. To find an English speaking uni¬ 
versity in Brussels met all my requirements. 

“The course here has meant I have been able to 
make lots of contacts. I worked with the 
European Parliament and a consultancy firm.” 

The MA courses generally run for one year and 
have expanded to include conflict analysis, inter¬ 
national economics and migration studies. 

The University of Kent has also announced it is 
setting up courses in humanities for postgradu¬ 
ate students in Paris.

Parents and pupils must toe 
the line, not put the boot in 


SINCE the first headteacher 
declared their school was going to 
smarten up its act and introduce a 
uniform, it has become a perennial 
point of discussion. 

I dread to think how many times the 
scriptwriters of Grange Hill used to chew over 
the thorny topic before creating some fine 
teatime drama. Or how many experiments 
there have been by schools up and down the 
country to drop and then reintroduce garb 
they hope will unite their students and make 
them the pride of their town or city. 

And no parent’s summer is complete without 
realising you need a complete overhaul of your 
child’s school wardrobe and that it is going to 
cost you the equivalent of a family holiday to 
Greece. 

However, love it or hate it, it fulfils an impor¬ 
tant role. It provides a sense of belonging; a 
sense of community. And, crucially, it makes 


the kids look smart and focused on getting 
their heads down and doing some work. Or, at 
least, I guess that’s the aim. 

Schools are sometimes too strict and parents 
can be over-sensitive. But last week there was 
a story which really did defy belief. 

Christ Church is an establishment which 
has battled with more than its fair share of 
negative headlines over recent years. And last 
week it managed to create some more after a 
pupil’s parents complained about the handling 
of their child in a dispute over school uniform. 

The facts, in a nutshell, were as follows. The 
school sent letters home during half-term 
making it clear that to eradicate problems 
with a minority it would be cracking down on 
any bending of the uniform rules. 

So when the youngsters came back, one girl 
had pink stitching on her shoes. She was told 
to either colour it in with black marker pen or 
go home. She went home. 

Her parents kick up a stink and the school is 
given a drubbing. This can’t be right. Surely, if 


the school insists on strict uniform rules, then 
parents have to toe the line. If the rules say 
black shoes it means black shoes. Not black 
shoes with bright pink stitching. 

It’s not the biggest deal in the world, but the 
school wants to show it expects pupils and par¬ 
ents to pull together and show respect for its 
position in the community. If parents decide 
not to listen, I don’t see why they are sudden¬ 
ly in a state when the school makes its dis¬ 
pleasure known. 

The only fault the school seemed to demon¬ 
strate is that the teacher sending the pupil 
home was not backed up by colleagues when 
the angry parents descended on the school. 

It’s easy to mock schools. Easy to criticise 
their policies. But it’s just as easy to buy plain 
shoes rather than make everyone look silly.

Volunteer for 
Hospices of Hope, at 
4 New Rents in the 
town centre, which 
raises money hospices 
in the Balkans 

Why did you become a volunteer at the shop? 

I wanted to put something back for people. The shop has 
been here nearly three years. 

The charity was started in Kent by Graham Perolls in 
Dartford just after the fall of Ceaucescu's regime. The 
money that we raise goes to help pay for hospices in 
Romania and other parts of the Balkans. We have a part¬ 
ner hospice in Casa Sperantei in Romania which is now a 
centre of excellence and are also carrying out work such as 
training in Bucherest, Serbia and Montenegro. Sadly only a 
tiny minority of people have access to hospice care in the 
region which leads to terrible hardship and suffering. 

We now have guite a few shops and tearooms around 
the South East and also in Edinburgh. 

There are lots of charity shops in Ashford. 
How do you all get along? 

We've a lot of co-operation from the other shops in the 
town and we like to help each other if we can. For 
example, if we are given electrical goods which we can't 
sell, we give them to the shops that are able to test them 
and sell them and we take furniture from other shops. At 
the end of the day we are all just trying to help people. 

How is the world economic situation 
affecting the charity? 

It is having an impact. Salaries in the health sector in 
Romania have gone up by 46 per cent at the same time as 
some of our sources of support are drying up. 

We need to ensure that what we have built up in the 
Balkans will be preserved.

Their claims, as always, are spurious. 

The bulk of our council tax goes 
to Kent County Council. The 
Conservatives, who dominate KCC, 
are imposing what they call the 
lowest recorded rise, 2.44 per cent. 
They are doing this because they 
know the Government will take 
action if they go above five per cent.

Too much meat could 
raise diabetes risk 

Experts warned this week that UK 
diabetes rates are soaring, and there 
is a strong link with the country’s 
expanding waistline. 

This tallies with a new scientific 
report by health charity the 
Vegetarian & Vegan Foundation 
(WF). The report investigates the 
links between white meat 
consumption and health. 

White meat contains more than 
twice as much fat as it did in 1940, 
a third more calories and a third 
less protein. Meat is the one food 
most linked to weight gain around 
the waist. 

A chicken carcass contains almost 
a pint of fat, and organic chickens 
aren’t much better nutritionally. 

There is also a clear link with 
diabetes. Eating just one or more 
servings of meat per week increases 
the risk. People eating a low-meat’ 
diet for 17-years had a staggering 74 
per cent increased risk.

THE controversy surrounding 
Jonathan Ross and Russell Brand 
last year was only ever going to do 
one thing - increase interest in both 
personalities and their subsequent 
projects. 

While the furore claimed Brand’s 
radio job, the more established star 
managed to get off with a suspension 
and keep his multi-million pound 
contract. 

The return of his late-night talk 
show, which is by far Britain’s most 
popular, was eagerly anticipated. 

Many wondered if the host would 
be able to continue with his risque 
humour and close-to-the-bone 
interview style, which has proved so 
successful, or whether he would tone 
down matters. 

Perhaps it was a question that was 
always going to be a non-starter, 
because Ross really does know only 
one style, which I’m sure will please 
his legion of fans. 

What has been a welcome change 
though is that his maddening habit 
of constantly talking about himself 
has dropped away somewhat. 

During the last series, and the 
many that have gone before, it 
had become a show about the man 
himself rather than the guests.

Landlord character ever really split 
my sides. 

Mildly amusing maybe, but not the 
genius comic creation that some 
would have you believe. 

Murray has scored his own sketch 
show on the back of the continued 
success of the pint-pulling xenophobic 
anti-hero though, and it started last 
week with a patchy affair that 
showed both dashes of promise and 
disappointment. 

As a Perrier Award-winner Murray 
can count the likes of Steve Coogan 
and Lee Evans among his peers, but 
it will be interesting to see if he can 
throw of the shackles of his best- 
known character, show he is more 
than just a one-trick pony and pull off 
a more varied endeavour.

IT would be easy in this day and 
age to write Cornwall off as some¬ 
thing of a victim of its own success. 

It is, after all, hugely popular courtesy of 
warm Atlantic air and some dramatic, craggy 
coastlines. 

But is has something of an image problem; of 
being awash with surfers hurtling around in 
Scooby Doo-style camper vans and its housing 
stock being snapped up by the second-home 
brigade. It has given fuel to its critics who say 
its magic is diluted by a torrent of newcomers. 

Yet while in the summer the narrow streets 
winding down to picture-postcard fishing vil¬ 
lages set amid ragged rocks and bathed by 
turquoise waters become a mass of hot metal 
as cars compete for a slice of tarmac, off-season 
it retains a charm which is quite unique. 

And, despite its fame, it has enough nooks 
and crannies in which it remains possible to 
escape from the hustle and bustle of everyday 
life. Take The Lugger Hotel. A weak-armed 
child’s stone’s throw from the water’s edge, the 
17th century inn has long been entertaining 
visitors. It will come as little surprise it was 
once a smuggler’s cove - hidden as it is in a 
bay surrounded by steep cliffs. 

It nestles at the very foot of tiny Portloe on 
the Roseland Peninsula in Truro, 12 miles 
from St Austell. Its white-washed walls gleam 
against the lobster pots and boats which fish¬ 
erman use to land their catch just yards from 
the kitchen door. It feels so remote. You can’t 
even get a mobile phone reception here; which 
in this day and age is praise indeed. 

And it delivers a slice of style and luxury 
without any of the pomp and ceremony which 
can make some hotels almost intimidating. 


Our room, in a converted boathouse a 30-sec- 
ond stroll from the main hotel building, was a 
mass of spotless creams and whites - the linen 
deep and rich, the decor perfect for the spec¬ 
tacular setting outside your window. 

This is a walker’s paradise. Coastal routes 
wind their way up the cliff sides, providing 
perfect views across the deep blue waters and 
breathtaking scenery. The town itself, howev¬ 
er, offers little other than unspoilt charm. 

Remarkably, locals estimate about 70 per 
cent of the pretty cottages in Portloe are sec¬ 
ond homes. An evening stroll to the Ship Inn 
nearby is done in almost complete darkness 
and silence as darkened homes line the five- 
minute route. It’s a little eerie, and rather sad 
if truth be told. 

The small shops which have long since 
closed their shutters for the final time have 
stopped being the heartbeat of the this pretty 
village. Now The Lugger fulfils that role; 


expanding into nearby properties to offer a 
varied range of accommodation. 

Strapping on your walking boots for a stroll 
is the ideal way in which to build up an 
appetite for a meal in the low-ceiling, wooden- 
beamed restaurant. It is truly a gourmet 
delight. The daily changing menu boasts fresh 
caught fish and seasonal vegetables that 
almost throb with taste and freshness. 

There’s even a growing range of spa treat¬ 
ments on offer for the guest wanting to indulge 
in the ultimate in relaxation. An hour being 
pampered amid the candles and music before 
taking in the clean, crisp air outside is very 
much the icing on the top of a quite wonderful, 
self-indulgent cake. 

What’s more, with the Eden Project just 40 
minutes drive away and miles and miles of 
coastline to explore, Cornwall may just need to 
go back on the must-visit map. And The 
Lugger should be the must-book hotel.

Wide-ranging market 
study gets under way 

THE Office of Fair Trading has launched 
its market study into home buying and 
selling, following two months of discus¬ 
sion with interested parties on its scope. 

The study will take a comprehensive 
look at the market for home buying and 
selling services. It will consider: 

• Competition on price and quality 
between service providers, principally 
estate agents. 

• Prospects for entry by new business 
models, including internet-based. 

• Whether the regulatory framework 
provides the right balance between pro¬ 
tecting consumers and ensuring the 
market remains open to competition and 
innovation. 

• Relationships between estate agents 
and other service providers such as 
mortgage brokers, surveyors, solicitors 
and other professional advisors. 

The study will cover the UK, while 
recognising the significant differences in 
how the market works in Scotland. 

Heather Clayton, senior director of 
infrastructure, said: ‘We need to ensure 
consumers receive a good service when 
buying or selling a home, from a market 
that is competitive, innovative and well¬ 
functioning. We have had constructive 
discussions with interested parties and 
are starting the study with a clear 
understanding of the key issues.”

Average house price 
falls £ 28 k in a year 

THE average house price is now 
£156,753, down almost £28,000 on 
January 2008. This represents an annu¬ 
al decrease of 15.1 per cent. 

In London, the average price fell 14.1 
per cent annually to £306,183. 

It is the 17th month in a row where the 
annual rate of change has fallen, in con¬ 
trast with 21 months of uninterrupted 
increases in the average annual rate of 
change between December 2005 and 
August 2007. 

The most up-to-date figures available 
show that during November 2008 the 
number of completed house sales fell by 
67 per cent to 33,404 from 100,730 in 
November 2007. 

In London only 3,504 house sales were 
completed in November 2008 compared 
with 12,719 in November 2007 - a fall of 
72 per cent. For more information and to

FIRST-time buyers are edging out 
of their shells and tentatively 
beginning to venture into the 
offices of estate agents. 

They are the key to any property recovery. If 
first-time buyers are not buying, chains simply 
can’t develop, let alone be completed. 

But now the National Association of Estate 
Agents is reporting many of its members are 
seeing more first timers. 

All that needs to happen now is for the 
banks to lose their Scrooge image. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown has said he 
wants to see the end of 100 per cent mort¬ 
gages, which will make life even harder for 
first-time buyers, who will have to show their 
deposit funds have not been borrowed and are 
pure savings. 

Mr Brown has also been told stamp duty 
should be scrapped for all but the most expen-

sive properties to ease the burden on new buy¬ 
ers. 

And Northern Rock, virtually nationalised 
this time last year, has announced it will be 
lending up to £14 billion over the next two 
year - more welcome news for the market in 
general. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of the 
estate agents’ association, said: “Our figures 
show there is huge demand for property from 
first-time buyers, who are increasingly visiting 
estate agents, registering their interest and 
searching for property. 

“These figures demonstrate they are being 
frustrated at the final hurdle because lenders 
are not making mortgages available. 

“First-time buyers are crucial, not only to the 
housing market, but the entire economy. More 
must be done to help them.” 


And John Oakley, the chairman of the asso¬ 
ciation’s east Kent branch, said he too was see¬ 
ing the start of some sort of recovery. 

He said: “Locally there is a marked increase 
in first-time buyers registering with our mem¬ 
ber firms. 

“With the reduction in house prices, they 
perceive now is a good time to get on the hous¬ 
ing ladder. 

“Houses are now affordable, but first-time 
buyers are being frustrated by the difficulties 
in getting a mortgage, with lenders looking for 
ever larger deposits. 

“If the first-time buyers are not helped and 
encouraged to take that first step, the rest of 
the market cannot get moving. Banks and 
building societies must stop putting obstacles 
in the way and start to release funds. 

“The housing market is one of the main driv¬ 
ers of the economy and when houses start sell¬ 
ing it has a positive knock-on effect to many 
other sections of the community.”

extra power of the 85bhp TS2 model without 
going the whole way to the 102bhp 1.5-litre 
petrol Sport (£11,799). 

The 1.5 is lively alright, but does not bring 
much more to the party in return for costing 
£2,000 more than our favourite. 

One thing all versions have in common 
though is their eco-friendliness - the Mazda2 
is much lighter than its predecessor and most 
rivals, which means lower emissions and 
better fuel consumption. 

The Mazda is well-equipped as standard: 
electric front windows, driver seat height 
adjustment, MP3 compatible CD radio with 
auxiliary jack and electric door mirrors. 

The interior is also spacious and airy due to 
a relatively long wheelbase and low window 
line, while the dashboard is smart and well- 
arranged, with the high-mounted gearshift 
falling nicely to hand for a sporty drive. 

The seats are comfortable for this class too, 
though Mazda has cut some comers with the 
quality and feel of cabin materials, while extra 
interior space, comfort and style may have 
been bought at the expense of the boot, 250 
litres being shy of the 285-ish benchmark set 
by top-selling rivals.

'Human capital' seen as 
key to firms' efficiency 

ATTRACTING and retaining skilled 
employees is now seen as the most impor¬ 
tant source of using trade resources effi¬ 
ciently for UK businesses, according to 
new research. 

In a poll of almost 200 senior executives, 
83 per cent felt that in light of the current 
skills shortage, human capital was the key 
factor in having an edge over their com¬ 
petitors. 

The survey, conducted for professional 
services group KPMG by Opinion Leader 
Research, found that the current skills 
shortage was the most pressing issue fac¬ 
ing British organisations. 

Kathy Lloyd, head of people services at 
KPMG in Kent, said: “The success of the 
UK increasingly relies on our ability to 
function as a highly skilled, hi-tech econo¬ 
my and employers are right to be con¬ 
cerned about the difficulty in finding staff 
equipped with both basic and more 
advanced skills.” 

According to the survey results, nearly 
three-quarters (74 per cent) of companies 
surveyed felt that the UK fell short in 
terms of skills, particularly literacy and 
numeracy. 

Staff retention was cited as the second 
key people-issue that UK firms expect to 
face in the future and businesses are con¬ 
sidering a raft of measures to counter this. 

Most popular of these would be training 
and development (62 per cent), finding 
ways to retain top performers (61 per cent) 
and leadership development (59 per cent).

“Sustainability is a business agenda which 
has been coming of age for some time, but it 
has to be a fundamental part of business. 

“You can’t talk about it without energy effi¬ 
ciency and climate change. The UK, for the 
future, has a huge skills gap. We need innova¬ 
tive sustainable skills with clear leadership 
and investment. 

“If business doesn’t respond, Government 
will regulate. We need to develop business and 
skills capacity.” 

He was speaking at the conference centre in 
Sittingboume’s Kent Science Park, a fitting 
venue because the park’s senior management, 
led by director James Speck, is also keen to 
develop skills for the area and beyond. 

He was introduced by Kent IoD chairman 
Frazer Thompson, who said: “Sustainability is 
something we can do without sacrificing win¬ 
ning new business.” 

Mr Thompson runs the Chapel Down wines 
group at Tenterden and he said it recently 
took a look at its own carbon footprint - and a 
half was in the wooden posts in the vineyard. 
They have since been swapped for metal ones. 

Andrew Fletcher, managing director of 
Carbon Control energy conservation company, 
said: “From speaking to many business own¬ 
ers and managers it became apparent to me 
that businesses are in fact concerned about 


reducing their energy consumption, costs and 
increasing their sustainability. However they 
sometimes lack the knowledge, expertise and 
time to tackle these issues.” 

He said businesses could access national and 
local grants - as well as support such as the 
Carbon Trust’s interest-free loans - and they 
should also check out enhanced capital 
allowance schemes. 

Erica Russell, Business Link’s market devel¬ 
opment manager (sustainable business) said a 
company’s green credentials should encom¬ 
pass its issues with energy, water, waste, raw 
materials, legislation and transport. 

Paul Anderson, who runs Stone Circle 
Livery between Woodchurch and High 
Halden, which claims to be the UK’s first and 


only fully organic livery yard, gave a mini case 
study and stressed the need to be committed, 
determined and innovative. 

High quality commands a premium rate and 
with the credit squeeze some customers left 
and a long waiting list vanished, he said. 

However, he increased his rates but also 
increased the amount he had been setting 
aside for environmental improvements from 
each customer as well. 

“Nothing happened - then the emails start¬ 
ed to come through. It was a very worrying 
moment for us. 

“From being in a dire situation a few months 
ago we are getting the customers coming back. 
It has put us on the national and internation¬ 
al stage - we’ve had amazing PR.”
